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ing under the provisions of an act of congress, ap-
proved January 21, 1889, entitled, *“‘An act for the
erection of a public tuilding at Milwaukee, Wis-
consin;” and the state of Wisconsin hereby cedes
to the United States, exclusive juriediction over
such tract or tracts of land as shall be purchased
for the purposes aforesaid, so long as they shall be
or remain the owner thereof, for all purposes ex-
cept the administration of the criminal laws of
said state and the service of civil process therein.
SEctioN 2. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 312.

AN ACT to amend section 1992, of chapter 91, of
the revised statutes of 1878, as amended by
chapter 78, of laws of 1883, relating to religious
societies.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

SectIoN 1. Section 1992 of the revised statutes, Amending,
as amended, is hereby further amended by adding &-s.
at the end thereof the following: It shall be law-
ful for such corporation by its by-laws to provide
for the time and manner of holding regular and
special meetings for the holding of elections or
for the transaction of all business authorized by
law, and such by-laws shall have the force of law
an{!dall business transacted thereunder shall be
valid.

SroTION 2. All acts and parts of acts in conflict u&mm
with the provisions of this act are hereby modified romoase ot
or superseded to the extent that the true intent of LounE,
this act may be carried into effect.

SeorioN 3. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.
